MERRY CHRISTMAS 


$3,000 FOR A HELIPORT 


The LeBrun Fellowship, offering a stipend of 
$3,000 for travel abroad, is again brought to your 
attention by the New York Chapter. 

In urging architects of this area to compete, Les- 
ter D. Tichy, Chairman of the Chapter’s LeBrun 
Committee, said that the 1960 award calls for the 
design of a heliport for a city of approximately 
300,000 population. Program for the award will be 
available January 15th and the rendering itself must 
be postmarked not later than March 7th. 


Architects who are between the ages of twenty- _ 


three and thirty and who have at least a year and a 
half of office experience are eligible for the award. 
They must be both American citizens and residents, 
and must not be recipients of other traveling 
scholarships. 

The LeBrun traveling scholarship was established 
by the Will of Napoleon Eugene LeBrun, best known 
as architect of the Metropolitan Life Building, once 
the tallest structure in New York. It has been 
awarded biennially since 1912 and was first won by 
Otto R. Eggers, now senior partner of the firm of 
Eggers and Higgins, New York City.

FACT SHEET FOR EMPLOYERS 


Employers who have one or more persons working 
for them may be subject to the new provisions of 
the Unemployment Insurance Law, effective Janu- 
ary 1st, 1960. The purpose of new provision of the 
law: To bring almost all ‘‘one-employee”’ firms into 
the unemployment insurance system; over 100,000 
employers will be paying an unemployment insu- 
rance tax on their payrolls for the first time. 

Employer responsibilities: The Division of Em- 
ployment will send a notice in January, 1960 to all 
liable firms it knows of. However, any employer who 
had a $300 payroll in the last quarter of 59 and did 
not receive such notification by January 15, 1960 is 
still liable for tax. He must then write to the Divi- 
sion, saying that he has had a $300 payroll in the 
last quarter of 1959. Write to the Division of Em- 
ployment, 800 North Pearl Street, Albany, N. Y. 

An employer who had a payroll less than $300 in 
the last quarter of 1959, but goes to $300 or over in 
some later quarter, must write to the Division of 
Employment at the above address as soon as his 
payroll in any quarter reaches $300. The Division 
will then register the employer. He will also receive 
an official poster which he is required to display.

Park Commissioner Robert Moses was awarded 
the Allied Professions Medal of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects [last night]. He was honored at a 
aner attended by 200 persons at the Sheraton-East 

otel. 

In accepting the award, Mr. Moses chided archi- 
tects for what he called their unwillingness to incor- 
porate past achievements of art in their current 
works. 

“The architectural and engineering professions 
as a whole,” he said, “deserve no credit for growing 
indifference, indeed hostility, to the painters and 
sculptors who have in the past contributed so much 
to the grace and symbolism which offset the sterility 
of blank walls and staring, unbroken surfaces.”
